Dr.  John  Demarest  Bancroft 


Successful  Mid-Nineteenth  Century  Physician 

Dr.  John  D.  Bancroft  was  eminently  successful.  His  father, 
Dr.  David  Bancroft,  was  less  fortunate.  The  latter  lost  his 
Vermont  farms,  his  fortune,  his  wife,  and  his  health;  and,  unable 
to  satisfy  his  creditors,  was  thrown  into  a  debtors'  prison.  His 
friends  secured  his  release,  but  he  never  recovered  from  his 
losses . 

Dr.  John  Bancroft,  unlike  his  father,  became  a  wealthy  man 
by  local  standards.  Not  as  rich  as  the  large  plantation  owners 
of  the  South  or  as  the  industrial  giants  of  the  East,  but  well- 
to-do  for  Harpursville  in  Broome  County,  New  York,  of  which 
Binghamton  is  the  county  seat.  Here  he  lived  in  one  of  the  finer 
homes,  owned  valuable  land,  had  a  good  practice,  and  was  a 
community  leader.  What  was  the  secret  of  his  success? 

The  year  1800  marked  the  birth  of  Dr.  John  Bancroft,  but 
also  that  of  George  Bancroft,  the  historian.  Both  grew  up  in 
the  exciting  years  after  the  Revolution  and  during  and  after  the 
War  of  1812.  They  were  remotely  related,  and  both  succeeded 
under  very  different  circumstances  and  in  very  different  ways. 

George  was  born  in  Worcester,  Massachusetts,  into  a  very 
stable  New  England  family.  His  father,  Rev.  Aaron  Bancroft,  was 
a  powerful  man;  a  distinguished  minister,  Revolutionary  soldier, 
and  author.  By  example  and  precept,  he  was  an  effective  father 
and  his  wife,  an  effective  mother.  George  enjoyed  the  security 
and  the  advantages  of  a  maturing  New  England  society,  now  two 
centuries  old.  He  was  educated  at  Phillips  Academy,  finished  at 
Harvard,  and  studied  extensively  in  three  German  universities. 

One  can  scarcely  visualize  an  origin  or  preparation  better 
designed  to  prepare  a  great  mind  for  distinguished  service  on 
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the  national  and  international  scene.  His  was  a  life  of  broad 
horizons.  He  dealt  brilliantly  with  our  northwest  boundary  and 
our  southwest  border  and  similar  difficult  problems  as  he  served 
as  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  Ambassador,  historian,  and  briefly  as 
Secretary  of  War. 

Dr.  John  D.  Bancroft  was  born  under  very  different  circum¬ 
stances.  The  wanderlust  of  an  adolescent  ancestor  had  started  our 
branch  on  the  hard  road  of  westward  migration.  The  family  settled 
in  Plainfield,  Vermont.  Young  Dr.  David,  John's  father,  secured  a 
medical  education  in  or  near  Catskill  and  here  met  and  married 
Cathrina*  (Oothoudt)  Demarest,  the  widow  of  Captain  Jan*  Demares t 
of  Claverack  on  the  Hudson.  She  was  the  daughter  of  the  eminent 
and  wealthy  Judge  Hendrick  Oothoudt,  a  descendant  of  the  early 
Dutch  who  settled  in  the  Hudson  Valley  before  the  English  came. 

Young  Dr.  David  took  Cathrina  to  Moretown,  Vermont,  where  he 
had  bought  farms.  He  began  the  practice  of  medicine  and  was  soon 
elected  Justice  of  the  Peace.  On  her  marriage,  the  judge  settled 
a  generous  annual  annuity  upon  Cathrina.  With  the  income  from 
his  farms,  his  medical  practice,  his  justice  fees,  and  from  her 
endowment,  it  seemed  their  economic  needs  were  assured.  But 
misfortune  followed.  Judge  Oothoudt  became  ill  and  the  annuity 
did  not  come  through  in  the  amount  he  had  intended,  and  stopped 
altogether  when  he  died.  Both  Cathrina  and  David  developed 
"consumption,"  of  which  she  died  when  their  son  John  was  only 
eight  years  old.  Dr.  David's  disease  ran  a  chronic  course  but, 
although  he  survived,  he  was  unable  to  manage  his  farms,  continue 
his  medical  practice  and,  without  the  Oothoudt  annuity,  he  was 
soon  thrown  into  a  debtors'  prison,  having  lost  wife,  fortune, 
and  health. 

*  We  use  the  Dutch  spelling  of  names  to  emphasize  the  Dutch 
influence  on  his  life. 
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Dr.  David's  purchase  of  the  Vermont  farms  may  have  been  a 
bad  venture  for,  at  this  time,  Easterners  who  had  settled  in 
mountainous  Vermont  had  found  survival  in  that  state  was  more 
difficult  than  in  New  England.  Now,  hearing  of  the  rich  lands 
in  the  Mohawk,  Genesee,  and  Ohio  Valleys,  they  were  moving  west 
in  large  numbers . 

Broken  in  health,  he,  for  a  time,  ran  a  bar  in  a  roadside 
tavern.  For  his  second  wife,  he  married  Lydia  Robinson  of  More- 
town.  She  bore  him  seven  children,  assuring  his  continued 
poverty.  He  lived  on  small,  rented  farms  and  taught  school  as 
he  tried  to  provide  the  needs  of  his  rapidly  growing  family. 

Dr.  John  was  born  in  the  Oothoudt  home  in  Catskill,  Green 
County,  New  York,  the  only  child  of  Dr.  David  Bancroft  and  his 
first  wife,  Cathrina  (Oothoudt)  (Demarest)  Bancroft.  She  died 
when  he  was  but  eight  years  of  age,  but  his  father's  misfortunes 
led  John  to  continued  residence  with  his  mother's  Dutch  relatives 
Oothoudts,  Demarests,  and  Van  Bergens.  Here  he  enjoyed  the 
close  association  with  his  older  half-brother  and  sister,  Henry  0 
and  Nettie  Demarest,  his  mother's  children  by  Captain  Jan 
Demarest . 

The  Oothoudts  sought  to  have  John  indentured  to  them,  the 
expression  employed  at  that  time  for  adoption.  Dr.  David  knew 
that  with  their  wealth  they  could  offer  the  boy  much  more  than 
he,  but  he  also  knew  that  indentured  children  were  often  "used" 
and  denied  education.  In  a  response,  he  refused  their  offer, 
but  permitted  them  to  keep  him  until  such  time  as  "he  or  the  boy 
should  want  him  returned  to  his  father."  For  about  fourteen 
years,  he  lived  in  the  luxury  of  the  homes  of  these  wealthy 
Dutch;  an  environment  typified  by  the  liberal  views  and  tolerance 
of  the  Dutch  that  made  Holland  a  safe  refuge  for  the  French  Heuge 
nauts  and  English  Separatists;  a  Christian  environment  of  the 
Dutch  Reformed  faith.  This  tolerance  followed  him  all  his  life 
and  made  it  easy  for  him  to  adapt  to  the  homes  of  English, 
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German,  French,  as  well  as  Dutch  patrons  when,  as  an  itinerant 
school  master,  their  room,  board,  and  laundry  was  part  of  his 
remuneration . 

That  he  was  no  New  England  Calvinist  Puritan  was  revealed 
years  later  when  his  daughter,  Mary  Cathanine,  a  student  in  the 
Madison  Female  Seminary,  wrote  describing  an  encounter  with  a 
classmate  who  counted  "all  earthly  pleasure  as  sin."  He  assured 
her  that,  within  the  bounds  of  decency,  pleasurable  social 
activity  was  desirable.  That  her  rearing  in  his  home  had  taught 
her  industry  and  decency  is  suggested  by  the  fact  that  she  not 
only  led  her  class,  but  the  entire  student  body  in  scholarship, 
as  reported  by  the  master  of  the  seminary. 

His  tolerance  found  expression  when,  after  retirement,  he 
went  to  Fortress  Monroe  to  teach  the  "contraband"  (blacks) .  He 
could  tolerate  their  noisy,  undisciplined  religious  services  and 
hymns  sung  to  a  jungle  rhythm,  for  he  saw  in  their  illiteracy 
sincerity,  and  a  remarkable  knowledge  of  the  Bible  stories.  But 
this  put  him  in  "bad  odor"  with  his  New  England  superior,  who 
was  less  tolerant  and  desired  a  more  formal  service.  He  was, 
then,  less  inhibited  than  the  English  New  Englanders,  who  followed 
the  "hell-fire"  preaching  of  the  Calvinist  preachers. 

Examination  of  John's  intimate  diary  should  reveal  the 
development  of  a  character  which  could  lift  him  out  of  his 
father's  poverty  to  success. 

This  diary  was  begun  in  1817,  just  before  his  17th  birthday. 
(The  first  page  has  been  lost.)  It  was  at  this  time  that  he 
began  his  career,  at  16  years,  as  itinerant  school  master.  The 
booklet  is  homemade,  with  leather  covers  secured  by  a  thong. 

Like  it,  he  made  an  arithmetic  book  and  other  books  for  school 
use.  This  thrift  was  forced  upon  him;  but  may  not  this  self- 
sufficiency,  this  thrift,  in  the  manner  of  Poor  Richard  of 
Franklin's  invention,  have  been  a  part  of  his  success? 
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The  young,  itinerant  teacher  not  only  succeeded  in  his 
professional  activities,  but  found  his  social  life  enjoyable. 

In  this  day,  when  large  families  lived  on  adjoining  farms,  when 
for  several  generations  there  had  been  intermarriage  between  them, 
when  travel  was  restricted  to  the  horse,  social  events  drew  many 
cousins.  So,  more  or  less,  close  cousin  marriages  were  common¬ 
place.  Under  these  circumstances,  John  found  himself  very 
popular.  He  was  well-dressed,  widely  traveled  for  that  day, 
better  educated  than  most,  and  an  available,  unrelated  bachelor. 
His  diary  refers  to  several  affairs  of  the  heart. 

Finally,  when  he  was  just  21,  he  made  this  entry: 

"Went  to  Canajoharrie  and  settle  my 
business  there  and  had  its  final 
adieu,  purposing  never  to  enter 
that  neighborhood  again, 
for  there  I  have  seen  disturbance; 
and  there  I've  talked  of  love. 

For  there  I've  trod  on  fancies  skys 
now  sigh  beneath  her  nod. 

But  still  the  valley  long  and  low, 
does  one  rich  treasure  hold." 

Was  his  love  rejected  here?  Did  Emolene  or  her  family  see  in 
this  good-looking  young  wanderer  an  Ichabod  Crane,  not  a  very 
suitable  husband? 

Maria  Pomeroy  was  John's  first  serious  love.  His  attach¬ 
ment  to  her  was  intense.  She  lived  in  Paines  Hollow,  which  he 
had  visited  many  times.  Although  he  mentioned  her  just  once, 
he  no  doubt  knew  her  and  her  family  well.  The  importance  of 
this  relationship  is  revealed  in  his  words  below  as  he  left 
Paines  Hollow  for  his  father's  farm: 

"July  24,  1821. 

"Found  my  parents  well  and  stayed  one  week 

longer  than  I  expected. 

"August  11,  Left  my  father's  for  my  school 
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August  12.  Met  Elder  N.  Wilcox  as  I  came  in 
sight  of  Paines  Hollow.  I  took  his  hand 

in  friendship.  But  - how  I  was  struck 

with  horor ,  - ,  when  he  spoke  these  words, 

- 'Mr.  Bancroft  I  have  solemn  nevs  to  tell 

you.  Maria  Pomeroy,  who  was  so  hearty  and 
well  when  you  left,  she  is  dead  and  buried.' 

My  heart  shrunk  within  me." 

John's  mourning  was  intense.  He  visited  her  grave  daily, 
covering  it  with  "turfs."  Had  he  had  a  strong  family,  he  would 
have  found  support,  but  his  step-mother  had  never  been  able  to 
play  a  maternal  role  for  him,  and  he  was  alienated  from  his 
father.  He  turned  to  Mr.  Holmes  and  other  evangelists  active  in 
the  community  at  the  time.  Under  their  influence,  he  was 
converted,  baptized,  and  joined  the  Baptist  church  and,  for  a 
time,  considered  entering  the  ministry,  but  his  father  urged 
more  education  and  suggested  medicine.  Although  he  followed 
the  latter  course,  he  was  a  pillar  in  that  church  for  a  lifetime. 

This  experience  probably  awakened  him  to  the  realization 
that  he  could  gain  neither  substance  nor  wife  in  the  rather 
carefree,  pleasant  life  as  a  popular,  eligible,  young  blade.  He 
considered  tailoring,  brewing,  and  tanning.  His  father  urged 
more  schooling,  and  suggested  a  presceptorship  (apprenticeship) 
in  medicine.  He  started  to  study  medicine. 

"What  melancholy  seizes  me  for  every  hour 
brings  me  nearer  to  the  time  when  I  must 
rise  or  sink  forever." 

To  study  a  trade  or  profession  was  hard;  the  happy-go-lucky 
life  was  calling.  A  year  later,  when  he  had  given  up  medicine, 
he  wrote: 

"How  changeable  is  the  mind  of  man 
or  how  weak  and  wavering  is  mine. 

One  day  pursuing  the  study  of  a  profession 
the  next - laying  plans - 
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for  setting  up  a  distillery.  - 

one  week  eagerly  wooing  an  amiable 
young  lady  and  the  next  leaving  her." 

Again  the  easy  path,  the  frivolous  way  was  tempting  him. 

Is  it  not  clear  that  he  lacked  the  strong,  nuclear  family 
that  George  Bancroft  had?  That  George's  father,  a  powerful 
preacher,  military  officer,  enjoyed  the  respect  of  his  son  and 
did  by  example  and  precept  mold  his  son's  life  so  that  George 
followed  in  his  footsteps?  But,  he  did  not  preach  long.  He 
moved  into  national  and  international  politics ,  where  he  found 
a  most  rewarding  career. 

Although  John  was  early  emancipated  from  his  father's  home 
and  indeed  alienated  over  the  father's  poverty,  his  father  did 
urge  him  to  continue  his  medical  training,  to  which  he  did 
return. 

If  we  turn  to  his  diary  for  clues  to  his  success,  we  find 
a  careful  reporting  of  his  schools  as  he  sought  subscription 
schools  up  and  down  the  eastern  Mohawk  Valley.  The  fact  that  he 
was  retained  or  called  back  for  second  terms  reveals  his  success 
in  the  eyes  of  the  patrons.  That  he  reported  no  difficulties  in 
these  ungraded  schools,  even  though  some  of  his  scholars  were 
older  than  he,  suggests  his  popularity  with  them.  At  one  point, 
he  notes,  "Fatigued  myself  playing  games  to  enliven  my  scholars." 
This  is  an  important  clue  to  his  success  with  them. 

His  diary  also  reports  the  residence  of  his  father  as  he 
moved  from  one  small  farm  to  another.  In  great  detail,  he 
describes  the  move  in  which  a  creditor  seized  some  of  his  father's 
goods  because  of  an  unpaid  debt,  greatly  humiliating  the  father 
in  the  eyes  of  his  son.  The  son,  John,  however,  returned  to  his 
father's  home  from  time  to  time  to  assist  his  invalid  father  in 
his  farming,  and  even  to  give  him  financial  help  as  was  his  legal 
duty  until  he  reached  21.  When  that  day  came,  he  resented  his 
father's  acceptance  of  money.  This  precipitated  a  real  estrange¬ 


ment  . 


On  March  4,  1862,  Dr.  John  Demarest  Bancroft  wrote  his 
family  from  Fortress  Monroe,  Virginia,  where  he  had  gone  as  a 
teacher  to  help  the  "contraband"  (blacks): 

"Sunday  morning  attended  a  sunrise 
meeting  with  the  colored  brethren. 

Read  the  XV  Chapter  of  John  to  them 

and  made  some  remarks.  - It 

was  good  to  hear  their  warm,  glowing 

and  spiritual  remarks,  - 

on  what  they  term  Holy  Ghost 
religion . " 

During  the  war,  thousands  of  blacks  came  through  the  lines, 
seeking  shelter  in  the  north.  Near  Fortress  Monroe,  they  were 
placed  in  a  large  compound,  housed  in  miserable  shanties  in  a 
sea  of  mud.  The  northern  soldiers,  who  they  assumed  would  be¬ 
friend  them,  commonly  abused  them  most  unmercifully.  Dr.  Bancroft 
was  not  a  remarkable  northerner  in  his  opposition  to  slavery. 

He  was  remarkable  in  that,  at  the  age  of  62,  retired  from  practice 
because  of  ill  health,  he  would  leave  the  comfort  of  his  home  to 
go  to  the  blacks,  read  to  them  (for  they  were  unable  to  read) , 
observe  their  "Holy  Ghost  religion,"  and  hear  them  sing  hymns 
to  a  jungle  rhythm.  With  such  sensitivity  to  human  needs,  such 
tolerance,  he  could  see  the  blacks  as  "earnest  and  sincere  in 
their  noisy,  boisterous  worship J"  It  made  it  possible  for  him  to 
associate  with  them  as  teacher  and  see  the  good  in  them!  Why  was 
he  so  concerned  for  the  black  who  was  hit  over  the  head  with  a 
shovel  by  a  northern  soldier  and  injured  so  badly  he  was  not 
expected  to  live?  Why  was  he  so  concerned  over  "bright-eyed 
children"  with  black  skins  and  shiny,  white  teeth,  but  denied  an 
education?  What  was  the  origin  of  his  tolerance  which  had  served 
him  so  well  in  his  youth  as  a  successful,  itinerant  school  master, 
and  later  a  successful  doctor? 
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As  teacher,  physician,  leader  in  village  society,  and  as 
missionary  to  the  blacks  in  a  military  compound.  Dr.  John  Ban¬ 
croft's  success  was  based  upon  a  sensitivity  to,  and  response 
to,  the  needs  of  individuals.  He  began  his  life  in  the  luxury 
of  a  wealthy  Dutch  home,  was  indoctrinated  in  the  Christianity 
of  the  Dutch  Reformed  faith,  and  the  traditional  Dutch  tolerance 
for  the  beliefs  of  others.  He  saw  his  father  as  a  failure,  who 
could  neither  by  precept  nor  example  set  a  way  of  life  that  John 
would  care  to  follow.  As  a  wandering,  itinerant  teacher,  he 
found  an  easy  escape  from  the  poverty  of  his  father's  home  in  a 
frivolous,  social  life  he  found  and  enjoyed  popularity. 

It  seems  quite  reasonable,  if  unusual,  for  Dr.  John,  in 
his  retirement,  to  go  to  a  Negro  encampment  and  show  an  interest 
in  the  plight  of  individual  blacks.  It  would  seem  utterly  foreign 
to  the  character  of  George  B.  Bancroft  to  do  such  a  thing,  George, 
in  his  English  New  England  family  origin,  his  extensive  American 
and  European  education,  and  his  national  and  international 
achievements,  held  a  very  lofty  opinion  in  opposition  to  slavery; 
but  it  would  be  hard  to  believe  he  would  go  to  a  Negro  compound 
and  observe  firsthand  the  individual  misfortunes  of  the  blacks. 
There  simply  is  very  little  in  common  between  the  lives  of  these 
two  successful  Bancrofts,  George  and  Dr.  John. 

Throughout  this  diary,  quotations  are  made  from  many 
unrevealed  sources.  They  seem  unusual  in  their  number  and  content 
and  are  rarely  found  in  other  diaries  of  his  family. 

On  religion: 

1.  How  soon  are  our  hopes  blasted,  all  our 
expectations  fail,  if  not  based  upon  the 
Rock  of  Ages,  (Page  17) 

2.  Feed  me  food  convenient  for  me,  lest 
being  full  I  deny  Thee  and  say  "who  is 
the  Lord?"  (Page  5) 

3.  Take  not  the  Lord's  name  in  vain.  (Page  5) 
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Are  not  these  the  words  of  the  Dutch  Reformed  faith,  rather  than 
the  "damnation"  and  "hell-fire,"  the  "price  of  sin"  preached  by 
the  New  England  Calvinists?  Written  before  he  was  21,  they 
suggest  his  mother's  influence  and  that  of  the  Oothoudt  family. 
Regarding  "ardent  spirits:" 

To  ardent  spirits,  when  we  fly, 
to  seek  from  pain  relief, 

It  adds  a  groan  to  every  sigh, 

and  a  pang  to  every  grief.  (Page  4) 

Regarding  death: 

1.  Describes  several  youthful  deaths  and 
points  out  the  need  to  prepare  for 
the  "final  change,"  (Page  7) 

2.  Prepare  for  death J 
Boast  not  of  tomorrow 
for  thou  knowest  not 

what  that  day  may  bring  forth.  (Page  8) 

Regarding  management  of  scholars: 

Fatigued  myself  playing  games  to 
enliven  my  scholars. 

His  father's  poverty: 

When  moving  a  load  of  goods  from  one  farm 
to  another  he  was  overtaken  by  a  creditor 
who,  with  a  court  order,  seized  some  of 
the  household  goods. 

He  had  given  his  father  financial  support, 
which  was  his  duty  before  he  was  21.  When 
he  passed  21,  he  had  no  obligation  to  do 
this.  He  considered  money  given  after  he 
was  21,  a  loan.  He  felt  his  father  treated 
him  badly  in  a  settlement.  This  led  to  an 
alienation  which  was  most  unfortunate. 
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Regarding  morality: 

1.  Vice  creeps  in  upon  the  soul  by 
degrees.  (Page  14) 

2.  Few  people  by  the  sword  are  slain, 
but  thousands  by  the  tongue. 

3.  Truth  abstains  from  lying, 

follow  the  ways  of  truth.  (Pages  16-17) 

Friends:  (Page  27) 

The  easy  and  frivolous  path: 

How  much  of  my  existence - has  been  passed 

in  idleness  and  in  vanity,  I  cannot  tell. 

I  must  improve  that  which  is  to  come 
to  the  best  advantage. 

This  last  observation  is  especially  significant.  Is  it  now 
dawning  on  him  that  he  can  gain  neither  substance  nor  wife  in 
this  transient  way  of  life  with  its  thoroughly  enjoyable,  but 
frivolous,  social  activities?  Is  he  not  fumbling  his  way  through 
life's  problems  without  the  strong,  nuclear  family  that  George 
Bancroft  had? 

There  is  an  interesting  parallel  in  the  life  of  Ben  Frank¬ 
lin.  Josiah  Franklin  had  a  family  of  17  children.  He  had  to 
apply  himself  diligently  to  his  trade  as  a  candlemaker  to  main¬ 
tain  his  family  in  poverty.  When  his  father  declined  to  loan 
Ben  money,  the  boy  began  working  in  the  printing  office  of  his 
brother.  He  eventually  drifted  to  England,  where  he  continued 
in  the  printing  trade  and,  to  the  age  of  21,  pursued  a  rather 
frivolous  social  life. 

Ben  knew  from  experience  the  drudgery  of  existence  into 
which  many  young  men  are  trapped.  As  a  tradesman,  he  knew  how 
enervating  the  daily  round  of  chores  could  be.  He  emerged  from 
it  himself. 

At  21  years,  as  he  returned  to  Philadelphia,  he  realized 
that  he  was  entering  a  new  life  and  decided  that  he  needed  an 
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orderly  plan  of  life.  Ralph  Ketcham  quotes  Ben  as  follows: 

"Those  who  write  of  art  or  poetry  teach 
us  that  if  we  would  write  that 
which  may  be  worth  the  reading,  we 
ought  always,  before  we  begin,  to  form 
a  regular  plan  and  design  of  our  piece. 

I  am  apt  to  think  if  this  is  the  same 
as  to  life.  I  have  never  fixed  a 
regular  design  in  life,  by  which  means 
it  has  been  a  confused  variety  of 
different  scenes.  I  am  now  entering 
upon  a  new  one.  Let  me  make  some 
resolutions,  and  form  some  scheme  of 
action,  that  I  may  live  in  all  respects 
like  a  rational  creature. 

1.  -  to  be  extremely  frugal, - . 

2.  -  to  speak  the  truth  in  every 

instance , - . 

3.  -  to  apply  myself  industriously, - . 

4.  - ,  speak  ill  of  no  man, - . " 

Ben  took  this  final  step  which  was  expressed  in  "Poor 

Richard's  Almanac"  and  became  famous  as  the  "way  to  wealth." 

John  may  have  read  "Poor  Richard."  Franklin's  principles  are 
repeatedly  expressed  in  the  children's  books  which  came  from  our 
ancestral  home.  He  demonstrated  thrift  in  the  use  of  homemade 
books.  He  demonstrated  moderation  when  he  told  his  daughter  that 
"not  all  earthly  pleasure  was  sin."  He,  at  twenty-one,  leaves 
the  easy  path  when  he  decides  to  study  medicine.  He  was  tempted 
to  return  to  the  easy  path  when  he  quit  medicine;  but  then,  with 
encouragement  from  his  father,  he  returned.  His  views  on 
religion,  ardent  spirits,  preparation  for  death,  attitude  toward 
students,  morality,  and  industry  are  remarkably  like  those  of 
Franklin . 
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When  John  reached  21  years ,  he  had  some  remarkable 
relationships.  He  was  the  only  child  of  his  father,  Dr.  David 
III,  and  his  mother,  Cathrina  (Oothoudt)  (Demarest)  Bancroft. 

But  his  mother,  widow  of  Captain  Demarest,  had  two  children  by 
the  captain.  He  then  had  a  half-brother,  Henry  0.  Demarest,  and 
a  half-sister,  Nettie  Demarest,  who  were  19  and  17  years  older 
than  he.  He  had  lived  with  them  early  in  his  life  and  had  a 
lifelong  interest  in  them.  On  his  father's  side,  he  had  the 
children  of  Dr.  David  III  by  his  second  wife,  Lydia  Robinson: 
half-brothers  Harvey,  Henry,  Perry,  Ira,  Enos,  Berthier,  all 
younger  than  he.  Berthier  and  Enos  L.  are  mentioned  most 
frequently  in  his  records.  He  was  somewhat  alienated  from  his 
father . 

It  is  difficult  to  unravel  the  identity  of  his  grand¬ 
parents.  He  had  Oothoudt  grandparents,  Bancroft  grandparents, 
Robinson  grandparents,  his  wife's  grandparents  (the  Birdsalls)  , 
and  he  had  a  multitude  of  aunts,  uncles,  and  cousins.  He  had, 
indeed,  no  strong  family  ties  as  he  lived  his  years  as  an 
itinerant  school  master. 

Few  young  people  married  early  at  this  time  for  they  were 
legally  bound  to  work  for  and  support  their  parents  until  21 
years  of  age.  We  have  such  a  law  in  the  Nebraska  statutes  to 
this  day.  Although  archaic,  it  is  preserved,  for  it  gives  a 
means  of  calculating  the  loss  to  a  father  if  a  son  is  killed. 

But  when  John  reached  21  and  was  thinking  of  marriage,  he 
recognized  that  he  no  longer  had  this  obligation  to  his  father, 
so  money  given  to  his  father  after  21  he  counted  a  loan.  When 
he  sought  the  return  of  this  money,  he  was  very  "dissatisfied" 
with  his  father  and  his  step-mother  long  before  he  was  21,  and 
this  estrangement  increased  when  he  reached  21.

American  Medical  Association,*  which  recently  referred  to  the 
"sexually  liberal  Netherlands."  Today,  this  is  a  concern  in  the 
international  campaign  against  the  serious  threat  of  the  "AIDS" 
epidemic.  While  there  has  been  a  "liberal  attitude"  toward  sex 
in  Holland,  it  is  also  true  that  the  church  then  and  now  has 
opposed  this.  We  have  his  mother's  well-worn  Bible  and  hymnbook 
as  evidence  of  her  devotion  to  the  Dutch  Reformed  Church  which 
then  and  today  vigorously  opposed  today's  "so-called  sexual 
freedom."  Although  Dr.  Ellis  and  he  mentioned  pregnancies  among 
unmarried  girls  of  their  acquaintance,  there  is  no  suggestion 
that  he  was  involved.  Nowhere  does  he  mention  the  old  Dutch 
custom  of  "bundling,"  or  other  activity  that  would  favor  such 
intimacy.  I  do  not  believe  he  was  promiscuous. 

Doctor  John  D  .  Bancroft  succeeded  partly  because  he  was 
skillful  in  relating  to  the  needs  of  individuals.  As  school 
master,  as  doctor,  as  coirmunity  leader,  this  was  the  key  to  his 
success.  George  Bancroft,  with  his  New  England  origin  and 
remarkable  education,  succeeded  in  a  career  with  national  and 
international  horizons.  He  could  not  and  he  would  not  have 
followed  John's  path  any  more  than  John  could  or  would  attempt 
his.  To  his  credit,  John  lived  a  very  useful  life  as  he,  like 
Ben  Franklin,  abandoned  the  easy  and  convenient  path  with  its 
frivolous  social  activity  and  took  the  difficult  step  that 
qualified  him  for  a  most  useful  and  satisfying  career.  Credit 
must  be  given  to  his  father  who,  although  their  relationship  was 
strained,  urged  more  education--and  to  his  mother  for  a  Christian 
indoctrination,  and  to  the  Dutch  for  tolerance.

(Note  At  16  he  left  home  to  teach  school  25  miles  away) 
Diary  of  J.  D.  Bancroft. 

Canajoharry,  May  1818.  Began 

school  on  Monday  in  Sch.  District 

No.  11  for  one  month  at  11  dollars  per  mo. 

The  14th  wrote  to 

Robinson  Randolph.  On  the  16th  wrote 
a  letter  to  Mr.  John  H.  Demares t, 

Catskill,  County  of  Green,  N.Y.  The 
19th  learnt  the  Tuelonick  alphabet 
after  school.  June  1,  no  school. 

Went  to  see  my  uncle  Eben.  the  7,  who 
lived  in  Danube,  about  6  miles. 

He  was  gone  on  a  visit  to  my  fathers. 

9th  went  to  Cherry  Valley,  stopped  at 
Mr.  Lewis,  a  few  moments.  13th,  left  off 
school,  made  my  father  a  visit. 

Began  school  Tuesday,  the  17th.  Borrowed 
a  trunk  of  Mr.  G.  Fetherly.  The  13th  went 
to  Robinson, s.  The  15th  went  to  Cherry  Valley. 

The  17th  went  to  Oppenheim  to  see  my 
father,  stayed  all  the  19th,  then  returned 
as  far  as  Mr.  Robins  on, s,  Next  morning  to  my 
school.  August  1st  left  off  school 


for  one  week  to  work  at  harvesting. 
Wednesday  night  the  5th  of  August,  there 
was  a  riot  commited  by  Christian  Yorton, 
Henry  Tygert  and  Peter  Akken 
at  the  house  of  George  Fetherly  while 
I  was  sleeping  in  his  house  and 
being  a  witness  to  it  was  abliged  to 
go  next  day  before  Esquire 
Yates  and  was  bound  over  to 
the  next  court  of  general  session 
of  the  peace.  The  22nd  went  on  a  visit 
to  my  Uncle  Robinson.  About  that  time 
wrote  a  dialogue  between  Christ¬ 
ian  and  Dirst.  On  the  31th  went 
to  Mr.  Lewis’  and  found  them  all  well. 

5th  of  September , returned  to  my  father  in 
Oppenheim.  The  next  day, Sunday,  saw 
five  persons  baptized  by  immersion  by 
Elder  wilcox  from  Minon.  The  next  day 
returned  to  my  School  District. 


Being  misinf onned  went  Tuesday 

the  2nd.  to  Johnstown  to  attend  the 

court  as  a  witness  against  the  above 

mentioned  rioters.  Returned  the  next  day. 

On  account  of  its  not  being 

tried  till  the  December  Session. 

Bought  a  red  Koroco  hat  for  my  brother 
Price  10  shillings.  Began  school 
again  the  10th,  had  7  schollars. 

The  19th  went  to  the  river  (Mohawk)  to 
the  training.  27,  went  to  see  my  uncle  in 
Danube.  The  30th  my  father  stopped  to 
see  me  as  he  was  going  from  Oppenheim 
to  Cherry  Valley.  Sent  to  Albany  and 
got  me  a  hat,  price  $3.00. 

"We  value  thatwe  have  got; 

Not  so  much  as  that  which  we  have  not". 
Oct.  16th  went  to  visit  my  parents  at 
Oppenheim.  Next  day,  Sunday,  went 
to  meeting  about  2  miles.  The  text  was 
in  Ecclesiastes  III; 15  -  "That  which 
hath  been  is  now;  and  that 
which  is  to  be  has  already  been 
and  God  requireth  that  which  is  past". 


The  words  were  very  well  selected 
but  the  speaker  lulled  his  audience 
to  sleep  by  almost  invariably 
mailing  a  cadence  at  every  third  word 
"I  believe  I  don't  know  what". 

John  D.  Bancroft. 

Recieved  a  letter  from  Cyrus 
Robinson  about  this  time  which 
surprised  me  as  to  the  ability  of  this 
performer.  (since  found  out  that  he  was 
not  the  writer).  Oct.  25th  went  to  Mr. 
Robinson's.  He  is  living  with  a  man 
who  is  in  the  practice  of  getting  drunk 
once  a  month  or  oftener.  Mrs.  Robinson 
(my  aunt)  informed  me  that  after  his 
drinking  fit  was  over  he  frequently 
could  not  sleep  for  three  or  four 
nights  on  account  of  fear.

He  moved  from  Oppenheim 
to  Fairfield,  Herkimer  County. 

The  14th  took  a  school  in  Herkimer, 
for  three  months  at  11$  for  the  two  first 
months  and  12  for  the  next.  16th  began  school. 
21st  went  home  to  my  fathers  at  Eatons 
Bush,  Fairfield.  30th  returned  home. 

"Remove  far  from  me  vanity  and 
lies.  Give  me  miether  poverty  or  riches. 

Feed  me  with  food  convenient  for 
me,  lest  L  be  full  and  deny  thee,  and 
say,  who  is  the  Lord?  Or 
lest  I  be  poor  and  steal  or  take 
the  name  of  my  Lord  in  vain." 

Tuesday,  Febr.  9th,  1819  -  Finished  my  school. 
Continued  my  school  for  three  months  longer  at 
the  same  rate  as  before  -  Our  first  snow  of 
consequence  fell  between  the  12  and  the  18th. 


Vain  pomp  and  glory  of  this  world 
I  hate  you.  "Wien  I  must  skulk  in  a  corner 
lest  the  rattling  equipage  of  some  gaping 
blockhead  should  mangle  me  in  the  mire.

Febr.  19th  -  Heard  of  the  death  of 
a  young  man  with  whom  I 
had  some  acquaintance. 

The  sudden  decease  of  this  youth 
shows  the  frailty  of  the  human 
nature  and  should  be  a  warning 
to  all;  especially  the  young;  who 
are  apt  to  have  their  mind  full

29th  sent  a  letter  to  uncle  Ebenezer  M. 
Robinson,  Danube,  New  York. 

March  6,  wrote  a  letter  to  brother  Henry 
0.  Demarest,  Catskill,  County  of  Green  and 
State  of  New  York.  10th  Fatiqued  myself 
playing  to  enliven  ray  schollars  and 
to  learn  them  to  play  in  harmony  and 
without  playing  rash  thereby  to  hurt 


one  another. 


This  month  my  Uncle  and  his  wife  made 
us  a  visit.  My  father  went  with  him  to 
Sangersfield  to  see  a  farm  of  his. 

When  they  came  back  my  father 
concluded  to  go  and  live  on  it 
one  year.  Went  and  bought  stock 
for  that  purpose.  In  April  moved 
two  loads  of  furniture. 

May  6th  -  Dismissed  school  till  the  next 
Monday  and  returned  to  my  fathers. 

He  had  left  home  the  next  morning. 

7th  -  Started  with  my  mother  and  the 
remainder  of  the  furniture  and 
was  stopped  by  Henry  Carter  who 
had  an  attachment  for  the  goods. 

Took  part  of  them  forcibly  from  the 
wagon.  I  then  sent  my  mother  on 
with  the  remainder.  Next  morning 
went  after  a  copy  of  the  attachment. 

The  Esquire  refused  to  let  me  have 
one.  That  day  went  as  far  as  Mr. 
Stranahan’s  in  Columbia  where  our  family 


all  stayed  that  night. 


Mr.  Stranahan  had  been  boarded 
at  my  fathers  some  time  whilst 
I  was  quite  small.  Altho  he  had 
not  seen  me  for  about  fourteen 
or  fifteen  years  and  scarcely  heard 
from  me  in  that  time.  He  still 
expressed  a  pleasure  at  seeing 
me  and  appeared  quite  surprised 
to  see  that  I  had  alterrd  to  much, 
saying  that  he  should  not  have  known 
me  by  my  appearance.

1819  started 
from  home  in  search  c.  a  school 
and  bent  my  course  to  the  Moha¬ 
wk  river.  On  inquiry  found 
wages  to  be  low,  from  10  to  15$ 
per  month.

Made  a  bargain 
with  the  trustees  that  if  I  return 
by  Monday  next,  was  to  have  the 
school  at  10$  per  mo.  for  4  mon.

Herkimer,  went  up  the  river 
about  one  m.  &  half,  spent  the 
A.  M.  endevouring  to  take  the  school. 
Then  went  down  the  river  till  within 


4  m.  of  Little  Falls,  left  the  turpike 
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went  directly  up  from  the 
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river  4  m.  to  Pains  hollar.  Put  up 
a  Pains  Tavern. 

Nov.  8th.  Engaged  the  school 
at  Litchfield  for  four  mo.  $10  per  mo. 
16th.  Commenced  teaching 
Nov.  20th,  Was  examined  by 
Justice  Rider,  Timothy  Fuller 
&  Bough  ton  Everett. 

Nov.  24th.  He  who  is  truly  polite 
knows  how  to  contradict  with 
respect,  and  is  equally  re¬ 
mote  from  an  insipid  com¬ 
plaisance  and  lew  familiarity. 

Dec.  18th.  Went  home  about 
18  m.  Found  my  father  had  moved 
onto  his  own  place  off  of  my  uncles 
and  commenced  teaching  a  school 
in  that  district,  began  school  20th. 
Jan.  15th,  1820,  Returned 
home  was  detained  from 


school  one  day. 
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on  account  of  the  severety 
of  the  weather,  was  all  day 
Wednesday  going  to  my 
sch.  which  was  the  worst 
traveling  I  ever  had  for 
the  distance. 

Saturday  March  4th,  1820  - 
taught  four  months 

Monday  the  6th  began  for  another  week. 

March  12th  -  Finished  my  school 
in  Litchfield  last  Saturday.. 

This  week  went  to  Canajoharrie 
where  I  taucht  school  in  the  sum¬ 
mers  of  1818  and  19.  Made  a 
contract  for  3  mo.  at  11  dollars. 

School  to  commence  the  first  of  May. 

Had  the  good  fortune  to 
recieve  all  my  money  at 
Litchfield  on  my  return  home 
the  district  having  enough 
pub  lick  money  to  pay  me  off. 


13th  March,  1820,  Arrived  at  home 
in  the  evening.  Found  the 
neighbors  collected  to  hear  a 
lecture  from  a  young  man  (John  G.  Stems) 
who  is  studying  with  Elder  J. 

W.  Clark  and  who  is  under  the 
patronage  of  the  Baptist  Educa¬ 
tion  Society  of  the  State  of  N.  Y. 

Found  my  parents  well. 

Vice  creeps  in  upon  the  soul 
by  degrees - 

He  who  talks  much  must  talk 
in  vain —  Few  people  with  the 
sword  are  slain  but  thousands 

with  the  tongue - 

May  1,  1820,  began  sch.  in 
Canajoharrie  for  6  mo.  at  $11. 

15th  sent  a  letter  to  my  brother  Ilenry 
0.  Demarest  giving  directions  to  write  to  me 
at  Cherry  Valley. 

To  all  ladies  to  whom  it  may  concern; 
a  good  wife  should  be  like  three  things; 
which  three  things  she  should  not  be  like. 


A  Wife  domestick,  good  and  pure, 

like  snail  should  keep  within  her  door, 

But  not  like  snail  in  silvered  track,

1821,  May  6,  went  with  Ann  and  Maria 
Pomeroy  to  Mr.  Overachers  to  see 
an  adjoining  school  district. 

Editorial  note:  John  D.  Bancroft  was  now  twenty  one 
years  of  age.  Maria  was  the  object  of  his  intense 
affection.  Her  sudden  and  unexpected  death  is  to 
significantly  affect  the  community  and  profoundly 
alter  the  rest  of  his  life. 

1821,  July  20  -  Started  for  my 
father's  at  Sangersfield  to  work 
at  haying  for  a  fortnight. 

The  broils  and  troubles  of 
the  world  I  hate.  The  month 
past  went  to  Canajoharrie 
twice  and  finally  settled  my 
business  in  that  place  and 
my  final  adeau,  proposing 
never  to  enter  that  place  again. 

For  there  I've  seen  disturbance 
And  there  I've  talked  of  love, 

There  I've  tread  on  fancies  skies 
Now  sigh  beneath  her  nod. 

But  still  that  valley,  long  and  low, 

Does  one  rich  treasure  hold. 

Editorial  note:  He  had  an  earlier  love  affair  in  Canajoharrie. 
He  was  apparently  rejected.  Was  he  becoming  aware  that,  like 
Ichabod  Crane,  he  could  gain  neither  substance  nor  wife  as  an 
itinerant  school  master? 
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to  talk  about  Maria.  Tell  what 


excruciating  pain  she  endured  but 
above  all  how  good  the  Lord  had 
been  to  her  soul.  Oh!  How  their 
countenances  glowed  with  Christian 
faith  and  resignation  -  which  struck 
every  beholder  with  a  conviction 
of  the  reality  of  religion.  Oh! 
what  a  consolation  have  those  who 
trust  the  Lord.  In  all  her  anguish 
Miss  Pomeroy,  like  David,  could  sing 
psalms  of  praise  and  thanksgiving  to 
the  Lord. 

On  the  following  day  took  a  resolution 

to  serve  the  Lord  and  plead  in  my 

heart  that  if  it  was  consistent  with 

the  divine  will  I  might  be  instructed 

in  His  divine  will. 

Staid  this  night  with  Mr.  Holmes 

(evangelist).  Had  much  conversation 

with  him.  He  plead  the  cause  of  his 

Master  and  wanted  me  to  espouse  it. 

Editorial  comment:  It  is  difficult  for  us  to  understand  what 

he  wrote  in  1821,  only  166  years  ago.  In  that  day  diseases  ran 

their  relentless  course.  There  was  almost  no  preventive  medicine. 

Contagion  was  not  understood.  There  was  no  specific  therapy. 
Sickness  progressed  to  death  in  the  home.  It  was  customary 


1821,  July  21  -  This  day  went  by  way  of 
Litchfield  and  found  my  young  friend 
Aaron  Cadwell  on  the  way  and 
went  with  him  home  and  staid 
in  that  place  over  Sunday. 

24  -  Found  my  parents  well  and  staid 
one  week  longer  than  I  expected. 

Aug.  11,  Sat.  -  Left  my  father’s  for 
my  school  in  the  afternoon  staid 
all  night  in  Columbia. 

Aug.  12,  Sunday  -  Met  Elder  N. 

Wilcox  as  I  came  in  sight  of 
Paines  Hollow.  I  took  his  hand 
in  friendship.  But,  oh  how  hot 
was  I  struck  with  horror  and 
trembling  as  he  spoke  these  words, - 
"Mr.  Bancroft,  I  have  solemn 
news  to  tell  you.  Maria  Pomeroy, 
who  was  so  hearty  and  well  when 
you  left  her,  is  dead  and  buried." 

My  heart  shrunk  within  me.  My 
whole  frame  was  in  a  tremor  and 
when  he  came  to  tell  me  how  good 
the  Lord  had  been  to  her  soul  and 
how  happy  she  died,  I  felt  somewhat 
calmer  when  we  parted.  I  felt  a 
great  anxiety  to  go  to  Mr.  Pomeroy's.  — 
When  I  came  to  Mr.  Pomeroy’s  I  found 
them  so  much  composed  as  to  be  able 
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to  talk  about  Maria.  Tell  what 
excruciating  pain  she  endured  but 
above  all  how  good  the  Lord  had 
been  to  her  soul.  Oh!  How  their 
countenances  glowed  with  Christian 
faith  and  resignation  -  which  struck 
every  beholder  with  a  conviction 
of  the  reality  of  religion.  Oh! 
what  a  consolation  have  those  who 
trust  the  Lord.  In  all  her  anguish 
Miss  Pomeroy,  like  David,  could  sing 
psalms  of  praise  and  thanksgiving  to 
the  Lord. 

On  the  following  day  took  a  resolution 

to  serve  the  Lord  and  plead  in  my 

heart  that  if  it  was  consistent  with 

the  divine  will  I  might  be  instructed 

in  His  divine  will. 

Staid  this  night  with  Mr.  Holmes 

(evangelist).  Had  much  conversation 

with  him.  He  plead  the  cause  of  his 

Master  and  wanted  me  to  espouse  it. 

Editorial  comment:  It  is  difficult  for  us  to  understand  what 

he  wrote  in  1821,  only  166  years  ago.  In  that  day  diseases  ran 

their  relentless  course.  There  was  almost  no  preventive  medicine. 

Contagion  was  not  understood.  There  was  no  specific  therapy. 
Sickness  progressed  to  death  in  the  home.  It  was  customary 


to  sit  up  with  the  dying  to  make  them  as  comfortable  as 
possible,  to  provide  companionship.  Everyone  had  witnessed 
the  agony  of  death  and  the  relief  brought  by  death.  They 
attached  great  significance  to  the  "last  words".  If  the 
last  words  described  heavenly  things  it  was  assumed  that 
the  departed  had  gone  to  heaven.  In  her  last  moments 
Maria  sang  hymns  of  praise  and  thanksgiving  to  the  Lord. 

The  parents  found  comfort  in  the  belief  that  this  was 
evidence  that  she  went  to  heaven.  The  evangelists 
active  in  the  community  used  her  death  as  an  example. 

These  people,  quite  helpless,  found  great  comfort  in 
their  religious  faith.  We  of  the  20th  Century  who  have 
rarely  witnessed  death  find  it  difficult  to  understand 
them,  their  lives,  their  fears  and  their  faith.  To 
understand  them  is  difficult.  To  ridicule  them  stupid. 

At  this  time  of  emotional  stress  John  lacked  the 
usual  support  of  a  family.  He  was  moderately  alienated 
from  his  father.  At  the  time  of  her  death  he  had  gone 
to  his  father's  farm  to  help  with  the  haying.  This  was 
a  duty  he  owed  his  father.  He  had  loaned  his  father  money 
and  was  dissatisfied  with  his  father's  settlement.  He 
had  been  a  successful  itinerant  school  teacher  ever 
since  he  was  1 5  years  old  and  was  emancipated.  His 
stepmother  was  preoccupied  with  a  young  family  of  six 
boys  and  one  girl.  His  own  mother  had  died  when  he  was 
eight  years  old.  Elder  Holmes  was  a  relative  on  his 
stepmother's  side.  He  had  turned  to  him  at  this  time 
and  came  under  the  influence  of  his  evangelism. 


This  lead  to  his  conversion,  baptism  and  the  decision  to 
enter  the  ministry. 

Tuesday  14  -  Got  up  at  an  early  hour  and 

went  to  Maria's  grave,  - . 

Wednesday  15  -  Slept  pretty  sound  until 
the  cock  crowed  and  when  I  looked  out 
and  saw  how  pleasant  all  nature  appeared 
I  arose  dressed  and  went  down.  All  nature 
seemed  lulled  to  rest.  No  noise  was  heard 
but  the  sound  of  the  running  brook,  murmur¬ 
ing  and  praising  to  God  what  the  shrill 
cock  was  loudly  sounding  forth  his  praise. 

How  could  it  be  that  all  nature,  all 
creation  except  man,  was  praising  God. 

I  went  to  Maria's  grave  and  prayed,  - . 

Friday  17  -  After  tea  put  turfs  over  the 

grave  of  Maria.  -  After  dark  went  to  the 

home  of  Francis  Miller.  All  the  family 
being  in  the  kitchen  we  began  to  converse 
on  religion  and  I  manifested  my  desire  to 
try  to  serve  the  Lord.  We  all  kneeled  and 
Mrs.  Miller  began  praying.  Soon  Francis 
and  his  sister,  Abigail,  began  to  pray 
for  mercy,  at  length  they  began  to  shout 
for  joy  and  they  made  such  a  noise  that 
I  began  to  doubt  and  fear,  - . 


Editorial  comment:  On  this  and  on  several  other  occasions 


he  expressed  disapproval  of  shouting,  rolling  on  the  floor 
and  other  displays  of  ecstasy  engaged  in  by  some  Christians. 
However,  as  a  mature  man,  he  accepted  the  Baptist  view  that 
each  congregation  was  free  to  worship  in  any  manner  it 
pleased.  He  then  could  accept  the  noisy  and  very  emotion¬ 
al  worship  of  the  Black  Slaves  at  Fortress  Monroe  during 
the  Civil  War. 

Sunday  19  -  Arose  soon  after  daybreak 
and  went  to  Maria's  grave  for  prayer 

and  meditation.  -  Went  to  meeting  at 

Wilcock's,  - . 

This  afternoon  had  a  conference  with 
Rev.  Holmes. 

Monday  27  -  This  morning  took  a  view  of 
the  eclipse  of  the  sun.  How  wonderful 
the  works  of  God. 

Thursday  30  -  This  evening  very  weak 
in  my  body  with  considerable  pain  in 
my  breast.  Friday  and  Saturday  very 
weak  in  my  breast. 

Sunday,  August  9  -  This  day  I  felt  I 
had  a  call  to  the  ministry. 

Sunday,  October  7  -  Was  baptized  in 
the  river  at  Sangerfield  and  joined 
the  Baptist  church  there  November  2, 

1821.  Wat-er  was  let  into  the  canal 
as  far  as  Little  Falls  and  Utica. 


Editorial  comment:  The  portion  of  his  diary  extending  from 
July  21,  1821  to  November  4,  1822,  three  months,  extends  from 
the  death  of  Maria  to  the  time  he  returned  to  his  school 
teaching.  In  this  period  he  was  converted,  baptized  and 
joined  the  Baptist  church.  As  he  contemplated  the  ministry 
it  finally  became  clear  to  him  that  he  would  need  to  farm  or 
have  some  other  source  of  income  because  the  church  did  not 
pay  a  salary.  He  could  not  pursue  the  profession  of  itiner¬ 
ant  school  master  while  preaching.  He  would  need  to  farm 
if  he  was  to  support  a  wife  and  family  as  he  preached.  He 
did  not  want  to  farm.  He  had  seen  the  difficulty  of  his 
father  who  tried  to  support  his  family  of  seven  small  child¬ 
ren  and  rented  farms.  There  was  nothing  attractive  about 
farming.  But  teaching  school  was  not  adequate.  For  the 
present  he  had  to  return  to  his  schools. 

November  2,  1821  -  If  duty  should  call 
me  into  any  other  employment,  may  I  live 
in  the  fear  of  the  Lord  and  my  thoughts, 
words  and  actions  be  to  the  glory  of  God. 

April  17,  1822  -  Finished  my  school  in 
Danube  22  Sunday. 

Editorial  comment:  In  this  portion  of  the  diary  we  have 
omitted  much  in  his  struggle  with  concepts  of  God,  death,  the 
hereafter,  prayer  and  faith.  There  is  much  repetition.  His 
early  life  under  his  Dutch  mother  and  her  family  instilled 
tolerance  in  his  character.  At  15  years  he  began  his  career 
as  itinerant  school  master  in  which  he  enjoyed  social  popular¬ 
ity  and  was  emancipated  from  his  father's  influence.  Now 
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under  the  intense  messages  of  New  England  evangelists  he 
is  converted,  baptized  and  joins  the  Baptist  church.  This 
represents  a  tremendous  change  for  him.
